EEPENTANCE AND HELL

Fatber Sheedy Tnkos No Stock 1o the Spce
ond Probation Theory.

Rey. Father Sheedy, pastor of St Mary
of Mercy Church, preached Irst nighton
“Hepentance and Hell” He referred to
the period of second probation now being
discussed in the East, and said:

“Hepentance alone can reconcile the
sinner to God, but there is no time after
death for repentance, This theory of sec-
oud probuation now brosched finds noground
either in Seripture or in resson. The wery
word probation is limited in its meaning,
and sinee God hins expressly declared that
the present li e is the time of salvation, ital
fords no hopeof a probation bevond the grave.
The doctrine is therefore unscriptural. In-
numerpbie ipstauces are furnished in the
Seripture which tend to show that pmhn.
tion i: limited as to time, as in the case of
the con.ersation betweer Luzarus and
Dives, the parable of the ten virgins and
the zuest at the wedding feast without the
shad-bellled eout.

“The objections are first, the punishment
is uujust. Some erime committed 10 ao in-
stunt is visited with eternal punishment.
The answer is the eriminnd jansprodence of
cvery uution that no agequate provortion of
time is recognized between the offenseand the
punishment. These are forgery, murder,
ete

“This meets everywhere with approbation,
execept trom  criminals themselves, who
alwaye have a poor opinion of the law. The
second objection is that neither is this jdea
opposed 10 God's gondness or elemeney, We
wust not forget that God has other atiributes
besides that of mercy. God is indeed mer-
ciful, but foroes bis meércy on ne one. He
leaves mon free. If man does not aceept
God's wercy, he cau blame not God, but
himself,

*God's merey, though infinite in itself, is
finite in its appliestion. The measure of its
communication depends upon the eapacity of
the recipient. In the sume way the sun is
eapable of lighting up the roogs ina large
building; if we elose the windows we can-
pot blame the sun. Lastly, the best
anewer is the reprobate would find himselfl
very unbappy in heaven, The sensval man
yperoeiveth not the things which are of the
spiritof God. He would therefore find the
atmosphere of hesaven unvongeninl to him,
&s here on earth the man of depraved babits
finds nimsell uneomfortable in the society of
the pure io heart."

THE CYCLONE GOD,
Suobject of Hev, Dr. Townaend's Topic of
the Day for Yemerday.

Rev. Dr. J. G. Townsend, of the Uni-
tarian Church, Mellon building, vesterday
chose for Lis “topic of the day™ the sub-
Jjeet, “The Cyclone God," doring the conrse
of his remarks saving: “Was God in the
cvelone which desolated Louisville? Some
suy there is malevolence, cruelty, in the
universe, and prefer to believe in mo God
rather than a bad ove. But notice, there
are mauy things undoable. Twe and two
ecannol make five, even by infinite power.
An iufant’s power could make an oak tree
iu & minute as easily as Almighty power, It
it ot doable. There is no malevolence in
the earthgquake. We live oo & eooling
earth, and cooling, it mest crack. If the
earth beeomes habitable it must cool off
But could net God stop the earthgqnake?
Can God make two and two five? 1 ey,
reverently, no; a cooling earth must crack.

“A eyclone is owused bythe meeting ofop-
posing currents of air. Can God prevent
the crash? 1f two train= come together ut
50 miles per hour, can God make the collis-
jou ue harmless as the meeting of two snow-
flakes? Can God make two and two five?
Jle¢ cannot do the one more than the other.
But observe: IT it were not for the agitation
of the nir it would become s putrid ocean,
and life be impossible. What incidentally
destrovs some, gives life o unnumbered
miilions. God eannot have power without
nlse 1t companion, danger. But soppose
God conld interlere. Suppose the watar
would not drown the child who falls intoe it,
nor fire burt the baby fingers more than rose
Jénves, Sappose there were no inviolable
order, what then? Why, mu never counld
become an vdocnted being, for the foundu-
tion of all eduestion is, thut we are ina
uuiverse of law,

“‘Be assured, then, that the cyelone is as
éthical us the Sermon on the Mount. God is
jo the evelove ns much as in the nightin-
gale’s soug. The universe is ethical, or it
could not blossow outinto the ethical nature

A MODERN CRUCIFIXION,

An Extersal Act Compnrrd With Some of
More Recent Times.

Eey. Jobn Whitehead, of the New
Church, lsabells and Sandusky streets, Al-
legheny, presched vesterday morning on the
crucifizion. Elesaid the erucifixion of the
Lord Jesus Christ was an external act,
which represensed and showed lorth the at-
titude of those who crucified Him toward
the Word, for the Lord was the Word or the
Divine Truth., What they had previously
done to the Word by perverting it to suit
their own purposes, they did at length to
Him bodily, mocking Him and subjecting
Him to many indignities, and at length cru-
cifying Him. Applying these things to the
present time, he said: *““There is an interior
rejection or erucifixion of the Lord with
those who are iustructed in the divine trath
of His word, who therefore Kknow its
teachings, but who live a life contrary
to them, and who confirm themselves
in favor of such evil life by means of false
doctrioes or ideas. The profession of a be-
lief in the Word is not a real beliefl int::i
unless the life be ai the same time regula
by its teachings. The profession of a belief
in the Lord isnot a real belief unless His
commandments be obeved in the life. Mere
external worship is of no avail if it does not
low from a genuine faith 1o the Lord asnd
the Word.

“The Lord does not look upon the exter-
nal gestures of adoratizn; He does not look
upon the profession, but on the heart, He
looks to the ends, motives and thoughts
which lie behind these gestures, and He
sees whether they be geauine or mot. Ex-
ternal worship which is not sincere &nd
genuine is a moeckery, and it is like that of
thode who pur a crown of upon the
Lord’s head and offered him mock worship.
The motives give Tmiity to the deedsof
our life. We ghould see that these are
pure; ithat we act honestly, sincerely and

ightly from principle, then our adoratiop
the Lord will be genuine.”

A CITY ON THE HILL.
The Church a Light That Cnnnot be Hidden
Under n Bashel.

Rev. J. W. Miles lnst evening preached
at the Smithfield M. E. Church from Acts
xiv:13. The central thought of the dis-
course was that our success in commemorat-
ing spiritual knowledge depends upon our
intimacy with Jesus, With Him the history
of the Evangelical Church commences, and
every effort 1o disseminate light, intelligence
or good through the world emanated from
thie Chureh alope.

The meninm through which God is doing
His work is the Chureh, which, like the at-
mosphere, must press equally against all
surfaces, and like the sua muostshine upon
sll, illuminating the dark places and irradi-
ating the work of the just

Tne reverend gentleman gave some illus-
trations of his meaning in showing the
Church as the exponent of Christ's teaching
and illumination of the world by quoting
“The ¢ity on the hill,”" as the Church, and
“The ligh: which eould not be hidden nn-
der a bushel,” as the apostles.

The church was well filled, and the
address upon the teachings ot the Church as
& representative of Christ was listened to
with much interest.

Discourse of Rev. E. . Cowan, of the Third
Presbyteriun Chorch.

Rev. E. P. Cowan, of the Third Presby-
teriun  Church, presched iast night from
I1. Cor. xii., 7, “There was given to me
athorn in the flesh—the messenger of Satan,
to bufet me, lest I should be exalted beyond
measure.”” He quoted Faul as being physi-
cally weak and s fllicted merely to show the
power of the Almiighty, which unsed a wesk
vessel to illustrute the power and glory of
the Great Jehovah,

This rule, the preacher said, held good to-
day, and none, however weak, could despair
of being an instrument of the Creator for
good. Afflioted 115 Panl was he showed the
glorv of his Maker by his work, and such an
excrcise of the power of Christianity was
within the reach of all of us who took the
right way by coming to Christ for the neces-
sary aid. .

Herr Most Delivers Two More Speeches
on His Favorite Hobby.

HE IS AS READY TO DIE AS USUAL

And is Anxions to Tear the Walls of Society
Down Noiselessly,

A FREE-AND-EASY DEBATE LAST NIGHT

Herr Johann Most, the anarchist, com-
mupist, socialist, revolutionist and any
other “ist"—with a probably exception of
linguist—delivered two lectures in this city
vesterday, One of them was in Imperial
Hall, and German, and the other at No. 102
Fourth avenue in English, and an Ajax
Jones style of oratory,

The lectures wers delivered under the
auspices of the Workingmen's Debating
Association, of this city. The one inthe
afternoon drew the largest erowd, and from
the expressions of applause rendered in
German by the assembled multitude, it was
a highly entertaining discourse on the
wrongs of everybody and everything. At
the evening lecture there were present a
better class of citizens. After the lecture
there was a free and peneral discussion on
why ecapitalists had money and why
shouldn't the workingman hustie to get
some of it. In his discourse Mr. Most suid:

*“We believe in Communism, Socialism,
Anarchism and revolutionism. The State
can’t help us so we must help onrselves.
We Communists hate the State. We de-
azi‘:' it. We want Communism but mo

OWNERS OF EVERYTHING.

“Evervthiog in this world belongs to
evervbody. Abolish capitalism and we
abolish misery, Private property is the
father of the State and Communism cannot
stund without Ausnarchism. Everybody is
undera moral ooligution to work, and they
are also entitled to reap the fruits of their
own labor. We Communists and Avarchists
must work together. In so doing we make
the work shorter and easier for evervome.
Everything would then be in a superfluity.

“I am not blood thirsty. I do not want
to see the walls of society torn down in a
rude manner. 1 want to see it done nicely
and without trounble. I have read history.
I know that there is not, nor ever has been
any existing class of persons who wunlé
give up the privileges without having been
forced to do so. people who are now
oppressing us will never give in uutil
they are forced to do so. If we
tried persussive argument now they wounld
say il’s not necessary to discuss the question
with you people. Here is the police, the
militia, the rifle, the club. When we say
revolution, we regard it as a thing inevit-
able,. We are sore the revolution will
come and has come. The working people
won't stand this pressure forever. When
the ple get their rights of liberty,
equality, ete., they must fight for it. That's
revolution. me vears ago the people of
this country broke down the idea of black
slavery, then they created white slavery.
This white slavery must be downed. I for
one am ready to die ‘or it.""
NONE TO0 LONG.

Mr. Most's speech was about as short as
some of his ideas. He explained this by
saving that he had delivered so many lec-
tures that he was almost prostrated. Aliter
be bhed taken & seat, which, on account of
the Bunday law, was about the only thing
be could take, the audience had a free-and-
easy flow of soul. One of the staid citizens
in the rear of the hall suggested that a flow
of beer would be more appropriate, az he
sighed of what might have been nnder the
aparchists’ rule. One conservative citizen
advised those present to save up their money

and save up their rocks they'd
always bave some ecapital in their
old tobacco boxes. He said the

workingman would be a capitalist if he
saved more money and wasted less, This
brought a retort from au old girl in the rear
that it wonld be better to get some money
and then talk about what to do with it
This remark evoked hearty applanse. Every-
body had a erack at the unbreet, but belore
the crowd dispersed a collection was taken
up to defray necessary expenses,
